How happy ſhould I be, Gentlemen , if be- 
ing cholen this day to publiſh the Encomiums 
of lo greata man, I was but able to expreſs 
one part of your thoughts, and but in Wo 
meaſure to repreſent an Idea of what you your 
{elves conceive of his worth! But how is it 
poſſible, but to omit ſomething in the infinite 
number of matters which offer themſelves in a 
croud tomy Fancy ? How canl confine-with- 
in the narrow Bounds of a Diſcourſe, the Elo- 

mm of a Perſon whoſe Glory fills the whole 
Fanh "Tis rare to fee a mans Wie upon fuch 
at! occaſion, to reach the Sentiments of his 
Mind : And this am I moſt abundantly ſenſible 
of, being now to ſpeak the Elogiam of Monſieur 
de Turenne.

9 to manage them. The memory only of 1o 
many Glorious a&tions which thole of his Fa- 
mily had done, did. put him upon great things ; 
bur the reputation . in. Arms, which the m_

of: Orange, his Unkle by the Mothers fide, had 


gained, did yet more vigoroully excite him to. 


deferve a ſhare in his Conqueſts. He made 
the firſt Eflayes. of his Valour . under thar 
Prince, and. learning there to. obey, he was 
ſoon qualified ro command. "Twas his own 
deſire to pals all the degrees before he arriv'd 
to that great Command of- a General ; .in all 
which . different Employes, he acquitted him- 
ſelf moſt honourably. To gain that profound 
underſtanding, in which he did outvie all other 
Captains, he was in perſon in threeſcore leye- 
ral Sieges, ' and: ſix ſet Batrels, before that he 
commanded in .Chief His Majeſties Armies. 
What he did upon every of _.thoſe occaſions, do 
very well merit Elogiums ; but his Actions ſince 
he was a General , carry ſo much of Splendor 
and Glory with them, that a man cannor fix 
his eyes upon what. preceded. 

Let us omit then all the teſtimonies of Va- 
lour and Prudence, which he gave before Ca- 
al, at Tur, at Quiers , at the. paſſage of the 
Po near Montcallier, at Rouſillon, in Lorrain, and 
in.many other places, which 1 do. not mention, 
becauſe I would not diſtratt your Fancy» with 
the almoſt infinite multitade of kis private 
actions. Letusmake a little ſtop at the marvel- 
lous effets of his Courage-; when being 

| | ſenc 
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ſent to command the Army of the Marethal 
de Guebriant , which the Death of ſo ſage a 
Commander had diflipated, he re-eſtabliſhed 
it ina very littletime, and putt in ſo good 
a condition, that ſoon after it made that fa- 
 mous Conquelt of Fribourg, to which he him- 
ſelf did in no ſmall mealure contribute ; if 
you will take the judgment of that great 
Prince, who then commanded the French 
7h: rrixeof Troops. He fo well knew how to improve 
Puke & En- this Succels of our Arms, that all the neigh- 
SR. bouring parts had a perfe& dread of him; *and 
in one Campagne only, what by the {wiftneſs 
of his ViEtories, what by the defeating of four 
reat Generals , and what by the raking of 
Eight or Ten Towns, he did conſtrain the 
Emperor to conclude at Munſter that Peace 
which was ſo much for the Glory of France, 
and did {ſecure the repoſe and quiet of our Al- 
lies. But ſcarce had theſe great Succefles gi- 
ven us hopes of forcing Spam to comply with 
this Peace, butthoſe hopes were entirely bla- 
ſted by a Civil War , which was near tearing 
the very Bowels of our Kingdom, in that've- 
ry inſtant that *rwas riſing tothe higheſt pro- 
ſperity. 
Is it not poſſible to bury theſe troubles im 
oblivion? Why ſhould the Glory of our 
Heroe

FHeroe be raixe with our misfortunes? Bur We 
ſhould do wrong to his memary, it in taking 
no notice of our Diſorders, we ſhould omit to. 
mention the moſt important Services which he 
chen performed for his Prince, and his immor- 
tal Actions at V1 dleneuve, JS George, at Gergean,. 
at Bleneau, and many ocher places, where both 
his Valour and Prudence did appear with the- 

reater ſplendor, for that he had to-deal with 
S greateſt Captains in that Age; for without 
hazarding any thing, in 2 Conjuncture ſo pe- 
rilous to the State, he knew (if a man may 
fay ſo ) how to force Victory to follow him, 
and to attend upon the honeſt party : Which 
did oblige one he braveſt Queens that France 
ever had, to ſay of him what is higher than 
all our Panegyricks, to. wit , that Monfieur de. 
TUuURENNE had three ſeveral times preſerved the 
Crown to the King her Sen. 'Thele very Services 
occaſioned the greateſt Monarch in the world, 
as he was paſiing by one of thole places not 
long fince, to lay, Here is that place where Mon- 
fieur de TuRENNE ſav'd bath my State and my 
Perſon. Is there any Subject that can boaſt of 
a Glory which parallels this? What fatisfa- 
Rion is It to a man, to {ee his Meritcrown'd: 
by the acknowledgment of a King, who is 
himſelf the wonder of the World ? A recom-

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pence worthy of ſo matchleſs fidelity. How 
. often have we ſeen him,” with'the Remains of 
an Army that has been either defeated or diſfli- 
pared, to repair the faults of others, to revenge 
himſelFof Fortune, ro make up to the Enem 

victoriouſly, and to force from them thole 
Spoils which they but juſt before had taken ? 
A General ſhould of himſelf fee all things, 
and penetrate into Futurities, while his Army 
diſcerns nothing but what is preſent and dire&t- 
ly before their eyes. If he be nor a Soul to 
_ that great Body, if he doth not regulate their 
Movings, if he be notart the ſame time every 


'# where, 'andif he underſtands not how to re- 


trieve the moſt unfortunate Accidents, he runs 
_the Riſque of loſing entirely his Repurarion, 
how ſucceſsful ſoever he hath been in prece- 
ding Campagnes. + But obſerve upon fuch occa- 
ſions, the Air, the Diſpoſition and the Man- 
ners-of the Hero we now are ſpeaking of. He 
had not only Courage and Wiſdom himſelf . 
bur he: could inſpire them into others. Thoſe 
that were under Fic Conduet, he-could make 
them both wiſe and valiant. - His Souldiers 
never counted the number of their -Enemies ; 
they out-bray'd the illneſs of Seaſons, Fatigues, 
and Dangers. Equally bold and wiſe in all 
that he undertook ; he was never miſtaken in 


his 
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his apprehenſtons , never ar a login his Con- 
duct or Commands. 'In one of his actions, 
you -might ſee all chat Parts, Courage, Ex- 
perience. and” Reſolution could contribute ; 
conducting: all things to their ends, with as 
much Judgment, as Addreſs and Vigor. All 
his Orders, atl hisWords, all his Steps were 
fo many admirable Leſſons both of Wildom 
and Valour. In the 'midſt of the mightieſt 
Succeſles,  ſuſpe&ting Dame Fortune, he fore- 
ſaw every thing, and provided againſt all 
things, refle&tions upon Nirigs paſt never di- 
 mintſhing his Valour. As ſoon as ever he ad- 
vanc'd into his Enemies Territories, he was 
thoughtful to cecure his retreat upon occaſion, 
but never declin'd any thing- which in pru- 
dence could have been executed. By his 
wiſe Conduct, how oft hath he ſhewn, thar 
the number of 'Souldiers was not always the 
main {trength of an Army, that the advan- 
tage of ground was not at all times an ad- 
vantage; that there was an art to conquer 
numerous. Armies with but a ſmall handful 
of men; that Ingenuity might render the ve- 
ry incommodiouſneſs of places uſeful 2 How 
many times have we ſeen hinn by his preſence 
only , keep off a Deluge of Nations, which 
were coming thundering upon our Frontiers ? 


He 
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He was acquainted with the arc of diſap- 
pointing all cheir Projefts, and would re- 
trieve affairs mn ſuch ConjunRures where you 
would judge him. abandon'd of all: manner 
of ſuccor : For though his Wiſdom never 
truſted Fortune with any thing where he could 
be ſecure, yet never did: man dare more, or 
puſh his Enterprizes farther, when he found 
a neceſlity of relying upon Chance, and of 
beraking himielt to raſh attempts, which are 
often attended. with great Succelles, and ſome- 
times zre the. efftett both of Wiſdom and 
Conduct. By this means, he did- acquire fo 
much eſteem and reputation amongſt his Sol- 
diers, that he found. them nof. only full of 
obedience, but full of delire, of zeal, of paſſi- 
on, of tran{port to follow his Orders. When 
he undertook any great thing, they who 
were engag din it with-him, did lubmn them- 
lelyes with allmnauner of reſpe& to his Com- 
mands, and never donbred the event under 
the Conduct of that Chief , whole reputati- 
on alone had. no few. times effected; greater 
things than toe ſtrengeh of Armies; 
"Frwas of him, tharthe great King, whole 
Condu&t and Valour at this day are moſt 
juſtly adnair'd by. al Europe , therrtrne Heir 
of the Charkmagnes and: Holy. Lewa, dd de- 


ſire 
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fire to learn the great Art of War. What 
progreſs did ſo marvellous a Scholar make 
preſently under ſuch a Maſter! He was foon 
able to dictate ro himſelf Leflons, how to con- 
quer and ſubdue the moſt renowned Cap- 
tains. In alittle time, had he need of no- 
thing but his own Genius, to overthrow his 
Enemies , to paſs Rivers, cake "Towns, and 
give Laws to o_ thing. Monſieur de Tu- 
RENNE knew well how to ſecond him in 
that glorious ſwiftneſs. Victory never left 
him; his Winter-quarters were Marches and 
Artaques, his Encampments Fights and Bar- 
| trels, his Retreats Victories, his Delays Enter- 
prizes, his very Repole Adion. Triumph 
{ucceeded 'Triumph ; he did that in one Cam- 
pagne, which another would have found hard 
rodoina great many Ages. Let Greece and 
old Rome ſpend their Titles and Elogiums in 
favour of thoſe Worthies they gave birrhro ; 
ter them ſtile them the Terror of Kings and Azopdlpuror. 
| Nations, Thunderbolts, and Gods of War, Takers Duo Fulmins 
of Towns, Pillars of the State, Defenders of their Gu art 
Gloty of Menfienr de TURENNE ; and WEAIE darique quic 
obliged ro engrave them upon his Totnb 3 inarcu Con-

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in him, which could not have been acquired 
by an Underſtanding leſs profound than his. 
Thar. Virtue neyer deſerted him in the midſt 
of the greateſt dangers. He judged of all the E- 
vents of War with. that penetrating eye, _ and 
with rhat certainty , that at the opening of a 
Campagne, he would make you a Model of all 
his own, Deligns , and, would forelee to all 
thoſe of his Enemies. . He knew all the Poſts 
that they could take. He prevented their 
Motians, he divin'd all their Wiles and Stra- 
ragems , and pretending to be ignorant, of

laid for him. 
This has he done. ſeveral times in theſe 
two laſt Campagnes., when all. the Powers of 


them, he caught them in the very Snares they

He'makes a .ſudden March, and talls upon 
them with fo much ſurprizeand vigour, that 
he forceth them ſhametully to repals that Ri- 
ver.,, upon whole Banks they had form'd the 
empty projects of their Conquelts. River, /o 
many: times a . witneſs of. his Glory,” was-it not hard 
that thou fhouldſt be ſo near when. he died? . And 
that a fatal Shot ſhould - in. thy fight ſnatch him 
away from the Arms of- Yiftory? If the juſt re- 
gret at a loſs ſo. conſiderable, did bur permit 
me ro give. you a Relation at large of the 
Actions of this laſt Campagne, 'twould be ea- 
ſite for me, Gentlemen, to ſhew you the Va- 
lour and Wiſdom of our Hero to be like the 
ſhining of thoſe Stars, which do. caſt the 
more: glittering Light: the nearer they are to 
their Setting. What-.could I not ſay of the 


Induſtry and Patience with which he-has_ 


confounded the Art, the Wiles, andthe Un- 
derſtanding of the General - ot the Imperial 
Forces? All his Atchievements were at- 
tended with Glorious Eveuts. _ If he did but 
enter into Alſatia, he drove the Enemies from 
thence, and retook all. the Towns; : if. he 
pais'd the Rhine , he-created a terror through»

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_ -out Suabiaand Franconia, if he mov'd towards 

the Palatinate , he ſecur'd Philipsburgh and the 
Neighbouring Towns; if he came to the 
right, he clear'd Brijſac; he aflur'd us the 
Paſlage and Commerce of Strasburg; when 
he went tothe lefr, he every where victori- 
ous, every where wile, every where ſuccels- 
ful himſelf, did obſerve the Generals of the 
Imperial Troops and Confederate Forces fear- 
tul, trembling, diſmayed, and unreſolv'd. In 
fne, our Enemies aſtonifh'd at his wile Con- 
duct, could not think of him but with a ter- 
ror mixt with admiration; and: chey were 
forc'd ro own that he alone was as formi- 
dable as his whole Army. "The ſame that 
S. Ambroſe (aid of that Valiant Machabee, who 
dying in the midft of a Victory , which was 
due to him alone, was buried among his

the midſt of the Vanities of the Court, -and 
had ſpent his whole Life in the exerciſe of 
War, but yer -had inviolably preſerved an 


invin- 
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invincible ſincerity, - amengſt the Intrigues 
of one, and the Chances of the other. His 
Reaſon alone, always ſage, always Miſtreſs 


of his Inclinations, as well as his Thoughts, 


began to effect in him, what Grace does in 
the moſt Holy and moſt Religious Souls. 
Let me behold what part of him I will, I 
find in him nothing Prodigies; but up-

The Devoirs which men render to Prin- 
ces, proceed ordinarily from two Sources ; 
either from a dilintereſled reſpe&, where 
Noble Souls confider their Prince as the I- 
mage of God, whole Authority he holds 
and exerciles over his Subjects; or from a 
looſe Principle, which puts Mercenary Souls 
upon ſacrificing of eyery thing to the making 
of their private Fortunes,and to make uſe of Ju- 
{tice and Religion purely to {erve their own 
Interelt. How far was Monſieur de Turenne 
from thele diiloluce Artifices? He made his 
| Duty a kind of Religion ; he never appear'd 

greater, than by contemning all things that 
Fortune and Incerelt were able ro ſupply him 
with 2 He contenting himſelf to merit eve- 
ry thing , never ask'd any thing, being of 
opinion that the eltecm of his Prince, the 
teſtimony of his Conſcience , and the Glory 
of having done well, were fufhcient recom- 
pences of Virtue. Nor knowing how tobe 
idle, he fcorn'd to flatter Fartune ; ſo far 
xas he trom offering Incenſe to her, hke a 
great many Mexcenaty Souls, who make her 
2 Diviaity, that hethought i beneath him to

court her. If the offered to leave him, he 
forced her to follow him, and to accompany 
him every where; and thew'd that he who 
has Wiſdom and Courage united, is above 
her reach. The love of Truth and Juſtice 
io regulated his Actions , his Conduct, and 
his Thoughts, that he only advis'd with Rea- 
ſon and Honour. In fine, I find him in eve- 
ry thing juſt, wiſe, generous, honourable, ob- 
liging to his very Enemies, whom he would 
prefer before his Friends to Offices and Em- 
ploys, it he judg'd them more worthy. 

You, Gentlemen, who have been faithful 
companions to him in his Labours, aud are 
undeniable witneſſes of his Equity, do know, 
chat as ſenſible as he was of the Amity and 
Services that were paid him, yet when it was 
left to him to diſpoſe of the Charges and Pre- 
ferments , he thought no farther than to per- 
torm His Majeſties intentions, and to give 
Merit its due. His hands were lo pure and 
ſo clean, that refuſing the moſt allowable and 
moſt lawful advantages that War could offer, 
he never reſerv'd to himſelf any other fruits of 
his Conqueſts, than the Glory of having done 
well. He freely gave to his Souldiers, all 
that a ſuccefletu] Campagne could pur into their 
D 2 hands , 
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hands ; and loading them with Spoils which 
he took from the Enemies, he made of 
them ſo many living Trophies of his Li- 
beraliry and brave Actions. He was bettcr 
pleas'd with the Title of a Father to his Sol- 
diers, than with that of a Conqueror ; being 
more ſatisfied to be ſeen in the midſt of them 
as a partaker of their Fortune, than the anci- 
ent Triumphers were amongſt all their pomp, 
on thoſe feſtival Days when they made their 
Entry into Rome like ſo many Divinities. Our 
Allies ofren confiding more in the Faith of 
his Word, than on the moſt ſolemn Treaties, 
have continu'd faithful to our Intereſts, without 
being jealous of our proſperities; for they did 
aſſure themſelves, that this great man would 
make uſe of the higheſt advantages for no 0- 
ther purpoſe but the publick good, and that 
in the moſt lucky ſucceſles he would have a 
ſincere moderation. For ſure, Gentlemen, true 
Valour is not an unbridled Paſſion of domineer- 
ing overevery body. *Tis a Virtue which has 
ics Rules and Motives grounded upon Juſtice, 
and which follows in every thing the Conduct 
of Reaſon. "Tis this moderation, which puts 
a man upon wiſe Enterprizes, and judicious 
Wars ; without it, the greateſt of men are 


bur 
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but raſh, though they chance to be ſucceſleful. 
What if they fill the whole world with the 
noiſe of their Name ? What if they conquer 
Provinces? What if they ſubdue whole Na- 
tions? Have they done any more than thoſe 
Tyrants did,who inſolently attributed ro them- 
ſelves the Name of the Scourges of the Almigh- 
ty, after that they had ranlackt the whole 
Earth? The Succeſſes which attend thoſe 
| lucky raſhneſles, are more due to the Fanta- 
ſtick Caprichio of Fortune , than to their Va- 
lour. If that love of Reputation which em- 
boldens men, it that heat which ſets men a 
fighting , be not tempered with the love of 
Juſtice, if ic benot regulated by the Laws of 
Equity , 'tis but a barbarous thirſt afrer hu- 
mane Blood, more proper to make Uſur- 
pers than juſt Conquerors. 

"Tis that love of Juſtice, which has made. 
our Generous and diflintereſſed Prince appear 
| to you ſo moderate amid(t the moſt fortunate 
Succeſles. You , Gentlemen , are all well ſatis- 
fied of that great Truth , which a Sacred Q- 
racle hath pronounced , that the nobleſt of 
Victories 1s that which 2 man gains over him- 
ſelf; if he would know how to triumph over 
his Enemies, firſt he ſhould learn how to rule 
his 
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A Funeral: Oration upon the Death | 
his Paſſions ; and thar 'ris more glorious to ſub- 
due his own Pride, than to pull down Walls 
dtake Towns. So may I fay, that he did 
never gain a more glorious Victory, than that 
ch readred him Maſter of all his Paſſionz, 
d has ſooften in the mid{t of the noile of 
War, afforded him all the {weetnefles of an 
inward Peace. He, at the Head ot Armies , 
in the mid{t of his Conqueſts, at his return 
from thoſe wonderful (ampagnes where he 
ſtruck aſtoniſhment and terror into the re- 
moteſt parts, did appear humble and modeſt, 
and' far from adding to the greatneſs of his 
Exploits, or {uffering it in Sycophants, would 
ſcarce endure to hear his true and. juſt praiſes. 
When he oblerv'd others fciz'd with admirati- 
-on at fo great Events, not being able to lel- 
ſen them in his Diſcourſe withour doing wrong 
to Truth, he would give all the Glory of it to 
him who 1s, the Author of all good, uting theſe 
Chriſtian words, That on ſuch occaſions he ought | 
fo think of doing his Duty, and "twas the God of Ar- 
mies that made a fortunate or unfortunate Succeſs to 
attend it. 
Will ye not ſay , Gentlemen, that I {peak the 
Elogium rather of a Saint than of a Prince or a 
General of an Army * But what will ye ſay,

when Ladd, that all this is but a ſhadow of his 
Chriſtian Virtues ; and thar this Piery, which 
was the Soul and Principle of all his Actions, 
was the pure effe& of his own natural difpoſi- 
tion? Before that he was ſenlible of the im- 
preſſions of Grace, he acted thus. 

We can very rarely oblerve in the world pe:- 
ſons advanc'd above others, whether by For- 
rune, or their own Merit, to be generally 
beloved, till that they are dead : As if there 
was anecellity to ceale to be, orelle tobe un- 
fortunate, for to avoid the aſperſions of Envy. 
Nevertheleſs, we may ſay, chat Monſieur de Tu- 
renne has conquer'd even Envy it ſelf, in the laſt 

art of his Lite. His Glory was mounted to- 
{o high a-pitch, that one might compare it to 
the Sun, which when ar the higheſt, hardly 
leaves any ſhadow upon the Earch. He was 
the object of the Efteem, of the Love, and 
of the Veneration of all Europe. He was lookt 
upon as the Prodigy and the Wonder of his 
Age. Every body feem'd tranſported where 
_ they talk'd of rhe grearneſs of his Geniws, his 
Labours, his Exploits, his wonderful Succefles, 
and his wiſe Conduct. The Princes both of 
Germany and Italy coveted his Picture, and Tra- 
vellers that came amoneſtt us,, went home {a- 


tiched 
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tished, when they had. ſeen that great man. 
Who can ſufficiently exprels that ardent zeal 
with which he burn'd for the intereſt of Reli- 
gion? ln the midſt of his Victories,he would 
be thinking of the Conqueſts of Faith , he 
form'd the Models and the Defigns of it ; he 
employed for that purpoſe all his Eſtate, Care 
and Credic. This man, in whom the whole 
State repos'd the care of their Frontiers, and 
the publick ſafety , was as induſtrious in pro- 
moting the progrels of Faith and Religion, as 


in advancing the progreſs of his Maſters Arms. 


Shall I be atraid after this, to lay, that we have 
not ſeen more zealous or more pure Faith in 
Iſrael? 1 mean not atCourt, where 'tis rare 
ro meet with that ſincere {ſubmiſſion to the light 
of the Goſp=l. I mean not in Armies, where 
Piety does jy ſeldom appear. I mean in the 
Sanctuary, amongft the moſt Holy and Reli- 

ious Souls. Amen, dico vobis non invent tantam fi- 
dem in Iſrael. And , Gentlemen , if the Son of 
God hath thought the Faith of a Captain a fit 
Subject for his Elgiums and Admirations , ſure 
we have no reaſon then to refuſe the paying of 
the juſt cribute of Praiſe to the Piety and Zeal 
of Monfieur de Turenne, which is the only recom- 
pence that he can receive from us.
